The fact that Dr, Craven kept an exaot record
of all the sayings of Jetferson Davis from the
moment ol being deputed as physiman, and that
he s enabled to present us in book form with so
minute n detnil, is the best evidence of that
thrift, whioh wonld coln wealth out of events
transpiring aronnd, We do not blame the i oe-
tor for being influenced by 8 laudable desire to
aoquire funds by aceumulating for publication all
ihe incldents of his patient’s life, but i« 1t within
the Hmita of official moralily to give to the world
facts which only came to his knowledge in the
discharge ol his duty? Would Mr. Cameron be
justified in revealing secrets which only wers
revenled to him wheu the held the portiollo of
the War Office? We think not; and as
evident that all the events in the life of Davis
were designed 1o be kept secret (else why the
exclusion ol correspondents?), we ennnol avold
the belief thut the incoherent conception of the
work wns founded on a system not silowed by
the code of official honor, But Dr. Craven hus
socn fit to take advantage of his position, and
we have only to deal with what he tells us
rather than with his motives. Tne work is one
of the most undeniable interest, 1L brings os
into the cell of the caprive, It reveals his
vpinions on the events ol the past, kis sorrows,
his passious, and give us his views on the pasa.
ing news of the day and the charseter of public
men. We do not now care whether his bellels
are false or true, whether they have not beean
viewed through the roseste glasses of! per-
sonal favor, but merely considerthat, as the
avouched eayings ol the prince of trailors,
they cannot but be of deep interest to our
readers,

Dr. Oraven has comething of the Jenkine in
his composition. He narrates small points with
minute cave, and describes with aifecting pathos
tne solitary mouse which the captive fed. He
speaks of his meals, and gives us his fare, how
he eat, what he eat, how he talked, and how
meek and Christing aod evidently iunocent was
he ot all misdecds. In fact, from the affection
with which the Doctor speaks ol Jefl., we cannot
but believe that imprisonment has wonderfully
improved his temper. Now It s a notorious
fnct, that he was one of the most irascible and
disngreenble men thut ever appeared in the capi-
tal, We do not mean discourteous, but bitterly
vindictive, and becausze of the unpleasant nature
of his dislikes, he was dieagreeable to such as
did not please him. We have him pictured to us
#9 a sweet lamb, decked with all virtues, and
brutally chained by barbarians, That he is
quernlous and fretful is fully revealed by the
work, and that he i extremely dogmatical is
also attested. In lact he seems to have had &
wonderful influence of the Doctor and his rules
in the atmosphere of his eell, remind us of the
conversation between “Hamlet” and “*Polonius:”

“Hamlet, Do yon sve yonder cloud, that's almost
In shape of a camel ?
Fol. By the mass, and "5 likea camel, indeed !
Ham, Methiuks it 15 a weasel,
Fol. It {8 backed like a weasel,
Ham. Or ke & whale,
Yol. Very ke a whale."

Such was Davis' conversion of Craven.
thought the wir was damp, Craven was confi.
dent it was not, He was sure the air was damp,
Craven was doubtful. He was confident the
air was damp, and Craven concurred,

In order to give an idea of the work, we quote
frecly before we spenk of ita general merits, In
his preface, alter un anecdote almost pointlees,
he says:—

“This is the mutorial i-mrt of my preface, and con-
tains the only apology 1 shall offler in cuse any over-
sensitively loyal readers ml.{ 1eel, or affogt to tesl,
shocked on finding in the following pages some re-
cord of the imprsomment oi Jeferson Davis, not
wntten to gloat over the misiortuues of & fallen
enemy-—ceriainly not gimung to palliste his political
or other errors; but to depict 80 much of him a8 was
revosied to the wrter dunog a medionl sttendanco
of many months whale Mr, Davis lay & prisoner in
Fortrees Monroe, bhould any such objectors be
1ound, the writer believes himselt sate in predicting
that they will be drawn protty exclusively trom that
loyal cluss who were non-belligerent, except in the
eontracting line, and strictly non-combatant, save
for higher percen'ages oi profit, during the receat
contest tor the Union,™

From this it will be seen that Dr. Craven not
only seeks 10 give us a book whose avowed ob-
ject is to excite sympathy tor the arch Rebel,
but even goes so far as to accuge all who do not
agree with him, sod whosee w his book an offen.
sive defense of a traitor, either as *‘shoddy™ or
*‘profiters by percentage.” Now, we are neither
one nor the ofher, and yet the whole tone and
tepor of Dr. Oraven'’s book is in opposition to
our sense of justice and our political sentiments,
Ab 1o Davis' opinion on the various generals of
voih the Northern and Bouthern armies, we
give his remarks entire:—

“To my question what ho thought of General
Grant, Mr, Davis replied that he wes a groat soidier
pevond doobt, but ot x new school. It he had not
started witin an onormons secount in bank, his
checks would have been dishonored boefore the eals
mination wus renched, At Sulloh he was deleaten
the first day, aud wonla have been destroyed or
compalled to surrender next morning, but for
Bueil's tumely arrival with o fresth and well diso-
plined retnforcement, tue strength of which had
been various'y stated,

oW hen Secretary of War, he thought MeC'ellan
the ablest officer i the army, and had employed
Rim on two mmportant servicvs—as Military Coms
mssioBoer ik the Crimea, ll.ndl to expiore a route for
the Pacifie Ralirosd—Dboth of whio. duties had been
discharged in gimdopner (o inorense bis roputation,
He organized the Army of 1he Potomae adwirabiy
bat it required o commander of more dush Lo wieid
the wenpon 1o the field dcClollan’s ceution
amounted very olosely o timidity—moral bumdity,
for he was personsil, brave. On his first lsuding
in the Fennsula tucrd haa becw ouly seven thou-
sand troops to meet him, and theso he should heve
rushed upon and overwholmed at whatever oost,
Cautions, and wisniog to sparg the blood ol hig men,
he cominenced & reguiar siege at Yorktown, giving
bhis enemies time 10 copcontrate suflicient numbers
and drive hun back. As 4 magnanincos cnemy he
reapoeied MoUle lan, but thoughit he bad been pro-
moted 100 repidly 1or s own good--vofore be had
nipebed 10 command and gamea the oxperience ro-
quisite for (Lo suprome position, Had he boen koot
in a subordivate cupaciey the two firet years o1 the
wir, rising from o division to p eorps, sna thonee to
command in chuel, ho would have boen tho gromiest
ol our soldiers, He had the best patural gifts and
highest intolleetoul training. and was just bpcoming
fitted, and the bes: tited, for his posttion When re-
moved. Had he boen supported by the overnment

he mirht bave tazon Hichmood two years oariler
and it was with joy Mr. Davis beard o1 uis removal
aftor the baties of South Monn ain and Anbetam.
Such *uonfices of officers 1o the 1gnornuce ol wn un-
whrlike people, auxions jto lind w mm u goapegost
for theur own laek of disoipline or endurancs, were
unavon s tho eurly siages of overy popular war.
“Pope, winie Sqem{lry ol War, he had nevor
been able to make servieeable, and Pope hold his
own gallantly, Hismind was not less jntlated chan
his body, Ho was a kind of Amerioan guscon, but
with good solentific attuinments.

#0f ihie oflicors on the Confedernte side, Mr, Davis
spoke in bigh terms of teneral Loe, nd & great gol.
r and pure Chrstian gentleman; also 1n praise
of Brage and FPemberton, though the two lateer,
from unavoidable oiroumstances and the hoatility of
the parly opposed to Mr. Davis, had not been ne-
corded the position dup to ther talents by pubue
opinion in eilber section, Pemberton made a splon-
did defense of Vicksbure, and _might have ro.
leved 1t the officer commanding (Lo “m‘ sent to
reliero lvm (General Johnston) bad wot failed to
obey the pomtive orders 1o attack Gonerni Gsrani
which Mr. Seddon, then Secretary of War, had sent.
11 tho same officer, who was upheld m c¢ommand by
the antr-adounistration party, bhad vigorously ate
mered shermab al Abaols when direoted, the fors
tunes of the war would have beon changed, and
Shormae horied back to Naahviio, ovor a sterile and
wastod country— his retrent littie less disastrous than
Napoloon's from Moscow.

dier, taxing hiz placo—but the opporiunity was then
gomo; and to 1his delay, more than to any other
cnuxe, the Southern people wiil atiribate their over-
throw, whenovor history comes (o be traly written.”'

As many may want to know Mr. Davis’ views
on Reconstrugtion, we conld avold quotation by
merely snying that they substaolially agreed
with the Democrncy. We give, however, his
sentiments:

of re-estnblisning the 1€/atons ol ab the Sta.es and
therr oitszenus to each otber sund the Unied States
Governmweut.

“Every man's expenence must teach him that
quarro s belween imonds are Lest hoaed whon thoy
nie¢ hesicd most promptly. Jue shenation which
was as first a pailn, bioomes by thwe habirsal, and
the mantle of chanty buing withdrawn, the 1aulm o1
cuch Lecome more and more distinet to the other,
and thes the bittercst hates naturully sprivg from
the asbos of the closest irenaship.

‘It 18 therefore probabiy w vo regrettod that so
much oeluy bas oconrred in che work or reconstrie
tiou, beonuse of the evhancoument thervby of the
dificulties m the way ol specdy and cordial recons
cilimtion, This opiuion 13 quantiod g8 ‘probavie,’
because ©Of my wan! of recceut intercourse with the
peoplu, A short tme belore tho civse of the war,
the ides was infused into my ocople, as you are weil
nware, thar 1 they would ccase resistance, the Union
would be reslored, ana il their nghts o1 person
and property respectod, save the property held in
slaves, which would be a queston 1or the conrts. 1
huvo no cuubt that & wajonty—a very laige ma-
Jurity—cf the Bouthoern poopie accepted s pro-
posed settlement wilh slpgloness ol purposoe; and
